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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
L Claims 9 through 12 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the combined feature 
of claim 9, 

moving said screen displaying from said lower layer to said top layer of said multiplayer 
structure when an activation time of said command inputting operation exceeds a predetermined 
time; and 

moving said screen displaying from said lower layer to said middle layer of said 
multiplayer structure when said activation time of said command inputting operation is less than 
said predetermined time, was not found nor fairly suggested in the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Conclusion 

3. Sudo et al disclose when the jog dial 36J is operated upward while the cursor K is 
positioned at the top of the items on a page, the cursor K jumps to the top of the preceding page, 
whreas whne the jog dial 36J is operated downward while the cursor K is positioned at the 
bottom of the following page, see col. 18 lines 24-40. however, Sudo et al fail to teach 
multiplayer structure having top, middle and lower layer when activation time of manual input 
exceeds a predetermine time a display is moved from the lower layer to the top layer and when 
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the activation of manual input less than the predetermined time a display is moved the lower 
layer to the middle layer.
